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REMARKS 

Claim 19 has been cancelled. Claim 21 was previously cancelled. No new matter 
has been added. Thus, claims 1-18 and 20 remain pending in the present application. 
Applicant would like to thank the Examiner for allowing claims 1-18 and 20. 

Claim 19 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as obvious over Mekenkamp et 
al. (U.S. Published App. No. 2006/0050052) in view of Chang (U.S. Published App. No. 
2006/0050052). Claim 19 also stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as obvious over 
Wang (U.S. Patent 7,129,986) in view of Chang. Since claim 19 has been cancelled, 
Applicant respectfully requests the Examiner to withdraw these rejections.
